The reason for the revelation of this verse is as follows: 

Salaah was made compulsory on the night of Miraj in the city of Makkah, 
and the Holy Ka'ba was appointed as the direction for it. After the migration, 
Muslims were ordered to face Baitul-Muqaddas instead. Baitul-Muqaddas was 
the qibla for the Jews and Christians. So, the Jews began to taunt, "In all laws 
and commands, Muhammad Jffe opposes us, yet he prays facing our qibla!" 
Based on this objection, and due to the fact that the Ka'ba was constructed by 
Sayyiduna Ibrahim ^(an ascendant of RasoolAllah jfk), the Prophet Jffe 
desired that the Ka'ba become his qiblah once again. Seventeen months had 
passed facing Baitul-Muqaddas for Salaah, until on day, RasoolAllah said 
to Sayyiduna Jibrael "My heart desires that I face the Ka'ba and perform 
Salaah." Jibrael replied, "O Beloved of Allah, I'm a humble servant of Allah 
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0*. Without His command I cannot say anything. You are the Beloved of 
Allah, and so your dua will never be rejected. O RasoolAllah Jffe, you 
supplicate to Him." After saying this, Jibrael left. While awaiting revelation 
afterwards, the Prophet began to turn his blessed face towards the 
Heavens, thinking that the command for the qibla to be changed will be 
revealed. This action of his was beloved to Allah and so He replied, "O 
Beloved, we see this graceful mannerism of yours, that you repeatedly lift 
your face towards the Heavens. So we now make the qibla that which you 
wish to be so."

When things settled down and He found ease at home, alongside establishing 
the Muslim community, the Prophet turned his attention to his 
disbelieving adversaries.

How can I speak fluently in the 
classical Arabic language of Baghdad?’ He then told me, 'Just open your 
mouth!’ So I opened it wide, and he placed his spittle into it seven times. 
Then he told me, 'You must speak to the people, and summon them to the 
way of your Lord, with wisdom and good counsel.’ I then performed my 
Dhuhr prayer and remained seated after it. Many people gathered in my 
company, but I was at a loss for words. 

It was then that I caught sight of Sayyiduna Ali ^ and he said, 'Open your 
mouth!’ So I opened it wide, and he spat into it six times. I asked him, 'Why 
do you not complete the full seven spits?’ He replied, 'Due to respect for the 
Messenger of Allah Jffe

“I caught sight of the Messenger of Allah Jfk in front of the pulpit, up in the 
air. He said to me, 'O Abd A1 Qaadir!’, so I took seven steps through the air, 
rejoicing the presence of the Messenger of Allah jfL He spat seven times into 
my mouth, then Sayyidina Ali appeared to me after him, and spat into my 
mouth three times. When I asked Ali ^ 'Why did you not spit as many times 
as the Prophet He explained, 'As a matter of good manners in his 
company.’ Then the Messenger of Allah Jfk conferred upon me a robe of 
honour, so I said, 'What is this, O Messenger of Allah ?’ He told me, ‘This 
is the robe of honour marking your sainthood ( Wilaayah ), and indicating 
specifically the status of Cardinality ( Qutbiyyah ) in relation to the saints’. My 
true role was disclosed to me, so I made it my objective to speak out to the 
people.”
